2. Garlton A. Hire *, who was recently released by the Dutch sfter serving a 
prison sentence for arma smuggling, is the Singapore agent for P RSDI. 


3. Headquarters of PERSDI is at Bukittinggi, Sumatra. Its directors are 
Harmor bin Taib, Rami bin Karim, Junurhan bin D, Puteh, and Nasrun bin 
Sutay. 


4. Besides the Singapore branch which is at 31 Boat Quay, PERSDI has branches 
in Fadang, Pakanbaru, Djambi, and Djakarta.
